H e asserted that the foun­ 
dations of prosperity were not based upon the 
creation of m illionaires, but upon the general 
self-sufficiency and well being of the masses. 
W e have just as many millionaires today, he 
claimed, as we had at the hightide of pros­ 
perity in 1929, 
It is the distress of the great 
| masses of the people that has turned the tide 
of prosperity into the shallows of depression. 
In a country with almost inexhaustible re­ 
sources, in which efficiency has found its high­ 
est expression, there is no rational cause for 
the present state of affairs. 
Only a faulty 
system of distribution can be responsible for it. 
Leaders in business like M r. Filene alone can 
remedy that system. 
The first requisite is 
economic statesmanship 
such as 
M r. 
Fiiene 
has exhibited. 
There must follow a system 
of co-operation on the part of business lead­ 
ers. 
Then, w ith a respect for the dignity of 
labor, and its right to be heard on all ques­ 
tion* in which it is concerned, we may be 
able to solve this problem of periodical de­ 
pressions which entail so much acute suffering 
on the part of men and women and children 
in a land of plenty, in which there is enough 
and to spare for every deserving person.

Filene has a lesson to teach, and the whole 
country, especially those who are engaged in 
business, should sit at his feet.
